Minister of Finance Gives the 
National Assembly Hard

WEIMAR, Apri! 10.—Germany’s 
financial condition was set forth by 
Minister of Finance Schiffer today in 
addressing the national assembly on 
the budget for 1919. ‘Treasury bills 
on January 81st, said the minister, 
amounted to 658,800,000,U00 marks 
and have since risen to 63,700,000,000 
marke, The expenditure for the army 
and navy had fallen from 8,500,000,- 
000 marks in January to 2,000,000,- 
000 marke in March. The budget, the 
minister stated, balanced at roughly 
13,000,000,000 marks, which meant 
an addition of 5,700,000,000 marks as 
compared with last year and the de- 
ficit would not be less than 7,500,000,- 
000 marke, 


Dr, Schiffer said the budget was 
only a step in a transition to worse 
conditions, because it did’ not repre- 
sent all the consequences ofethe war 
such as indemnities payable to the 
Entente. He made an urgent appeal 
but said that one un- 
avoidable item of additional expendi- 
ture wae 1,600,000,000 marks, repre- 
senting increases of salary for offi- 
this being rendered necessary 
by the increased cost of living.

If the ordinary procedure 
of foreclosure and sale is followed 
there still remains the right to sue for 
the balance of the poortgage if the 
proceeds of the sale’are insufficient. 
The other course is that in which the 
mortgagor takes the land and cannot 
thereafter choose to have it put up 
for sale. Either the proceeds of the 
land must be accepted or the land 
itself taken. The mortgagor cannot 
alter his mind after one of the two 
courses is decided upon. 

In the town act amendments one of 
the most important clauses declares 
that hereafter no judge of the court 
shall have the power to lower assess- 
ments on individual or corporation ap- 
peal.

Chief telis me that the 
Two Platoon 6yster. requires an jn- 
crease of all the way from 20 per cent. 
to 45 per cent. depending on the eys- 
tem used, etc. 

As regards the wage question, the 
view taken down here unanimously je 
that the installation of this system 
should have nothing to do with the 
‘setting of a fair Jiving wage, and the 
men should not be penalised in any 
way for better working conditions. 
We expect to get Two Platoon sys- | 
tem going almost entirely by the 14th 
inst. but we are keeping in mind the 
fact that some of our firemen are still 
overseas, and any man who are taken 
on at the present time, even through 
they are returned men, wi'l under- 
etand that it is temporary until such 
time as our own men return aud wisa 
to take up their old positions again.”

A FEW POTATOES 


There are 9,674 tons of potatoes 
owned by the U.S. government in 
B.C., now being offered for sale. 
Think of it! 9,674 tons; not 
pounds, or cven bushels; but tons. 
This makes the tidy little total of 
19,348,000 pounds of. potatoes 
which the government of the 
United States now wants to sell. 
They arc equivalent to 322,466 
bushels, and assuming that they 
could be shipped 20 tons to the 
car, no less than 483 cars would 
be required to transport them. 

At ihe same time, with this im- 
mense supply of potatoes at our 
doors, potatoes arc selling in Ed- 
monton at from $1 to $1.50 a 
bushel, the lower price being for 
Alberta-grown and the higher for 
the B.C. products. 

There does not appear to be any 
shortage of the local potato sup- 
ply; in fact it is stated in some 
quarters that they are being held 
for higher prices. If, however, 
some of the 9,000 odd tons of 
B.C, spuds which will no doubt 
be sold at a low price, should find 
their way onto the local market, 
there will perhaps be a sharp de- 
cline in prices. The U.S. potatoes 
referred to were no doubt bought 
either for the use of American 
soldiers in, Siberia, or in other 
theatres of war, and were evident- 
ly grown in B.C., because they are 
stored at Vancouver, New West- 
minster, Chilliwack, Cloverdale, 
Sullivan and Ladner. 

Discussing the probable effect 
upon the market of. the letting 
loose of such a large quantity of 
potatoes a number of local mer- 
chants stated that only one result 
might be looked for, the lowering 
of the price of potatoes,. if the 
economic law of supply and de- 
mand had anything to do with the 
regulation of prices. At any rate 
9,000 tons of potatoes would 
make quite a few dinners, 


A HOME THEATRE 

Miss Ruth St. Denis advanced 
the idea of a home theatre dur- 
ing an interview while in the city 
this week. The idea had not so 
much to do with an amateur pro- 
duction as it was to draw talent 
from round and about the com- 
munity, The theatre and those 
connected with it should be local, 
but the director would, of neces- 
sity be a high-priced, experienc- 
ed and intelligent specialist in 
this line. 

It would take probably from 5 
to 10 years to work this theory 
out, but Miss St. Denis was firm- 
ly convinced that it would be an 
ideal accomplishment, and that 
progressive citizens should think 
this matter over. It would, of 
course, climinate the waiting of 
several weeks for an attraction to 
come to the city, such as we are 
enjoying just now, and _ there 
would be no sitting patiently by 
for a plum to drop. There are 
many obstacles in the way of such 
a scheme, as can be readily no- 
ticed, yet it ts worth consideration 
and {f too theorctical to justify a 
movement just now, something 
else practical might evolve.

MONTREAL, April 10. — English 
financial comment on the Canadian 
Pacific annual report show the inter- 
est being taken in Canadian affairs. 
The Financial News says in the course 
of an analytical article: 

“Despite the most scrupulous prac- 
tice of economy as evinced by the fig- 
ures quoted, the company lost heavily 
in net revenue and surplus protect- 
{ing its dividends, yet is deprived of 
the enjoyment of even this attenuated 
surplus, for it has been placed in re- 
serve to meet the special taxes im- 
posed by the government. These 
special taxes were imposed to meet 
objections urged against the partici- 
pation of the company in the enlarg- 
ed rates authorized a year ago. These 
objections were based on the assump- 
tion that the resulting additional rev- 
enue from the higher rates would in 
the company’s case have the effect 
of supplementing its substantial sur- 
plus income after the payment of 
fixed charges and dividends. 

“We see now how grotesque that 
assumption was on the part of trade 
bodies and individuals who made the 
representations to the government.”

ONE HUNDRED 
DEAD FROM THE 
TEAAS TORNAD 


Large Number Sustained Very 
Serious Injuries During 
Storm 


Daas, Texas. April 10—One hun- 
dred known dead had been listed as 
victims of the tornado which on Wed- 
nesday struck Northern Texas, South- 
ern Oklahoma and parts of Arkansas, 
when order began to form today from 
the chaos caused by the storm, 
| The injured, some of them so se- 
|verely hurt that they cannot recover, 
are expected to number several hun- 
dred, The property damage, while it 
{will run into many thousands of dol- 
| lars, will be smaller than at first ex- 
pected as the path of the storm avoid- 

/ed all principal cities, striking only 
farm houses and smaller villages. 
| Wednesday evening the homeless 
were cared for by their neighbors. 
|The storm in its erratic course did not 
| devastate any entire regions, often 
leaving several houses untouched and 
| then dipping in and demolishing the 
next few houses. The temperature 
| dropped to freezing along the north- 
ern line of counties after the storm. 

The hour at which the storm struck 
probably caused the high death rate. 
Nearly all of the houses destroyed 
contained sleeping people. In most 
cases the first occupants heard of the 
storm was when the walls crashed 
hay upon their beds.

So far as that part of 
the province between the 49th and 
54th parallels is concerned, that i8 
the fact, but north of the 54th par- 
allel British Columbia takes in a 
great stretch of territory east of 
the mountains, including a large 
and valuable section of the Peace 
River country. The summit of the 
Rockies is the boundary between 
Alberta and British Columbia 
from the international boundary 
line north-westerly to the north 
line of township 58, which lies 
just north of the 54th parallel, At 
that point the summit line in its 
i north-westerly course crosses the 
4#120th meridian, while the iuter- 
provincial boundary leaves the 
summit line and follows the meri- 
dian north to the 60th parallel, 
which is the northern boundary of 
both provinces. At the south-east- 
erly angle of the Peace River 
A block—the north line of township 
76—the interprovincial boundary 
cuts the westerly.zom, of sections 
off range 13, west of the 6th prin- 
cipal meridian. At the Peace 
# River the boundary cuts nearly 

two miles off the west side of 

range 13; at the north-west angle 
of the Peace River block—north 
line of township 88—the boundary 
cuts through the centre of range 

13. 

} West of the interprovincial 
boundary to the head of naviga- 
tion on the Peace at Hudson’s 
Hope, the direct distance is 80 
miles. While the land on both 
sides of the river belongs to 
the Dominion under an old ar- 
rangement, the jurisdiction is that 
of British Columbia. Within this 
area is included the Pouce Coupee 
settlements, and the settlements 
along the river at Taylor’s Flats, 
St. John, Reid’s Landing, Cache 
Creek, Half Way river and Hud- 
sons Hope. The settlers are re- 
presented in the British Columbia 
legislature; the mining laws are 
those of British Columbia; the ad- 
ministration of law is that of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and the road im- 
provements are made at British 
Columbia government expense. 

Naturally there is a strong pull 
on the part of these settlers to get 
direct rail connection through the 
mountains, and an equal pull on 
the part of the British Columbia 
coast cities to get rail connection 

| with the part of the province east 
of the mountains, and incidentally 
with all the rest of the Peace River 
country. 

The ultimate objective of the 
Pacific & Great Eastern railway is 
the prairies of Peace River. Con- 

' struction on the railway is at a 

standstill at present, but it goes 
without saying that as soon as the 
provincial government can _ get 
around to it the road will be 
pushed through. It will be pushed 
all the more strongly and' sooner 
if the British Columbia sections of 
the Peacé River country are with- 
out other rail communication. At 
present the prairie cities hold the 
trade of Peace River. The longer 
! they hold it the better for them. 
| With a road from the coast they 
| would have to compete for the 
, trade, If ample accommodation 
f is given the Peace River country 
' from this side of the mountains 
. the less insistent will be the de- 
| mand for rail connection with 
| the other side and the better the 
position of trade on this side when 
, competition comes, 
| The disappointment of the 
| Pouce Coupee settlers because of 
| the delay in completing the rail- 
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way from Spirit River is ‘very 
great. They cannot help them- 
selves now. But the time for the 
trade of the prairie cities, and 
|| especially of Edmonton, to become 
established with Peace River, is 


now, while they are alone in the 
field. This is the third summer 
since the grading was done on the 
Pouce Coupee extension from 
Spirit River. No doubt there were 
serious difficulties in the way of 
getting rails while the war was 
on. But now that the war has 
ceased, if there is further delay, 
a condition of resentment may be 
established that will be very de- 


|trimental to future trade to and 


from this part of the country. 


Fixed Prices for Wheat. | 
sd, 


The government of Britain has 
fixed a price for wheat for the 
year 1919, The United States has 
fixed a price for the wheat crop 
of 1919. Australia has fixed a 
price for the crop of 1919, Canada 
has refused to fix a price for the 
crop of 1919. As a consequence 
the wheat acreage of this country 
will be restricted for the present 
season, when greater production 
of wealth is needed more than ever 
if war debts are to be paid. 

There is no question of free 
trade or protection in connection 
with a fixed price for Canadian 
wheat. Canada produces an ex- 
port surplus of wheat, and_ the 
price of the surplus exported fixes 
the price the home producer re- 
ceives. Since the second year of 
the war there has been no sale of 
export wheat on the open market. 
The importing countries which are 
members of the Allied group have 
formed a purchasing combine, and 
purchase through a joint buying 
commission, Unless the commission 
buys our wheat there is no one 
else to whom we can sell it—be- 
cause the Allies control export to 
the enemy countries as well as to 
themselves. The price of Cana- 
dian wheat was fixed for 1917 and 
1918 because the Allied purchas- 
ing commission were willing to 
buy wheat at that price. It was not 
fixed for 1919 because the allied 
purchasing commission would not 
agree to buy from Canada at that 
price. 

It is all a matter of whether 
Canada is to get an even deal from 
the Allied powers or not. Having 
agreed to purchase from the Unit- 
ed States, and the United States 
government having guaranteed a 
price to the farmers of that coun- 
try it is a matter of urgency that 
the Allied purchasing commission 
take as much United Stetes wheat 
as possible, at as near the fixed 
price as possible. With a surplus 
in sight it is natural that the pur- 
chasing commission does not wish 
to make any purchasing arrange- 
ment with Canada. Because the 
claims of Canada have not been 
pushed by the representatives of 
Canada as have those of the Unit- 
ed States and Australia and of the 
farmers of England, the Canadian 
wheat farmer must face the com- 
ing season with the gravest uncer- 
tainty. 

If the world’s market were open 
to him he need have no fear. But 
it is not. It is sewed up tight. Our 
competitors have been represented 
more energetically, or at any rate 
more successfully, in the councils 
of the Allies than Canada has 
been, and the country must suffer 
as a consequence. It ,is up to the 
government of Canada to see that 
the wheat producers get an even 
break with their competitors in 
other countries. To date they have 
not done so,—and the seeding sea- 
son is on, 


Where We Are At. 


Even Joshua of ancient fame 
might well be confused by the con- 
fusion of times under which the 
people of Canada now suffer, At 
Edmonton on Wednesday, April 
9th, the sun rose at 5.18 actual 
sun time; at 5.52 standard time 
and at 6.52 railway time. On the 
same day the sun set at 6.56 actual 
sun time; at 7.20 standard time 
and 8.20 railway time. These dif- 
feregces in time do not confuse 
the sun apy. They only confuse 
and inconvenience the people. 

Standard time was adopted and 
made law for the convenience of 
the railways. At Edmonton stan- 
dard time is half an hour in ad- 
vance of sun time. The new rail- 
way time is an hour and a half in 
advance of sun time. No wonder 
the man whose hours of work must 
of necessity be regulated by the 
sun objects strongly to being sub- 
jected to such unnecessary and 
absurd inconvenience,

To The Bulletin Legal Dept.: I am 
the owner of a quarter section on 
which is a lake varying from 30 acres 
to 60 acres in extent, according to the 
weather, ag it drains a large amount 
of land; but there is no lake allowed 
for in title deed. I would like to know 
if I am compelled to pay taxes for 
land covered by lake. I told the de- 
partment about the lake when I ap- 
plied for patent. I have objected to 
paying same, but can get no satis- 
faction as title calls for 160 acres more 
or less, I would be glad if you would 
tell me if I could get title altered and 
to whom to apply. JILR.T.

To The Bulletin Legal Dept.: B buys 
a house and lot from A in October, 
1917, During the winter he adds storm 
dvors and windows to the house, In 
the spring he gets screen doors, In 
July, 1918, he sells the premises to C, 
who is to have possession, C claims 
these doors and windows are his pri- 
vate property and as such he has the 
right to remove them when he leaves. 
C saye they are fixtures ond remain 
with the property. Whicn is right? 

X.Y.Z. 

C is right. 

To The Bulletin Legal Dept.: I built 
a house on a school section three yeary 
ago. Later I changed places, closed 
the house and abandoned it. Another 
man, A, took possession of the pro- 
perty and after some months sold it to 
a third party, B. What redress can I 
eet I.C.J. 

In your question you do not state 
what your interest im the land was at 
the time you built the house, neither 
do you say whether A owned the land 
and sold it to B, and thereby transfer- 
red the house as a fixture. If the 
house was a fixture and A bought the 
land upon which the house stood, he 
would get the house with the land and 
would be able to sell the house to B 
with the land. If, however, the house 
was not a fixture, A would not be able 
to give B any title to it, and you can 
force B to give you back the house 
since he acquired no title, 


To The Bulletin Legal Dept.: A gells 
one-half section to B; B pays cash for 
quarter section, being A’s homestead, 
the other quarter being A's by the will 
of his late father. An agreement of 
sale was made out on A’s father’s 
quarter. A signed this paper, but 
when asked to do so A's mother re- 
fused, and B knew at the time of the 
drawing up of the paper that A’s 
mother had to sign off. No payment 
was made on A's father’s quarter. Can 
B hold this quarter or come on A for 
damages? N.F.W. 

We presume that the second quarter 
section, willed to A by his father, was 
the father's homestead. If it was not 
the father’s homestead the mother 
does not have to sign. If the mother’s 
signature ie necessary to the sale, B 
can make A go through with the sale 
and would have the right to deduct 
from the purchase price, compensation 
for occupation by A’s mother and 
when the mother dies he would be 
able to go into possession,

cost be to close the mortgage and get 
possession again? Inquirer. 

The legality of such an agreement 
as you mention, does not depend upon 
the witness, but it is always wise to 
have a witness, so that the signature 
of the parties can be proved and for 
the same reason it is wise to have the 
witness swear the affidavit of execu- 
tion before a commissioner or a jus- 
tice of the peace. «We think that it 
would be wise for the parties to have 
the agreement drawn by a solicitor 
as tit is quite possible that if the 
agreement is drawn by the parties 
themselves, there may be trouble later 
in regard to the terms and a dispute 
may end in ltigation which would be 
a considerable expense to either one 
or both parties to the agreement. The 
cost of foreclosing a mortgage such 
as you mention would run from $150 
to $200.

GONDEMNED 
UNFIT FOR SALE 


In the Stock Taken Over by 
Forster’s Successor as Li- 
quor Inspector 


HAD BEEN DILUTED 


Forster's Evidénce Submitted on 
the Operation of the Liquor 
Vendor's Office 


Lacking the sensation promised at 
the outset the sitting of the public ac- 
counts committee opened to a poor 
house on Thursday. It was necessary 
fo summon from the assembly room 
the element of the opposition necos- 
sary to open the proceedings, | 

Mr. Douglas, chief vendor, was call- 
ed and stated that he had 81 gallons 
of liquor analysed from the stock tak- 
en over from Mr. Forster and sub- 
mitted the analytical report covering 
these liquors. 

The test of this report read: 

Sample No. 1 appeared to be genu- 
{Ine whisky but contained a heavy sedl- 
ment. Unfit for sale in such condi- 
tion. 

Sample No. 2, same as sample No. 1. 

Sample No. 3. Very dilute, low 
grade whisky containing a very heavy 
sediment. Proof strength showed dilu- 
tion from standard with one-third 
water, Unfit for sale. 

Sample No. 4 was a mixture of alco- 
hol, brandy and a very dark coloring 
matter. The strength was one-third 
lower than the minimum Iimit for 
whisky. Unfit for sale. 

Sample No. 5 was a mixture of al- 
cohol, water and sugar. Slightly over 
one-half whisky strength. 

Sample No. 6 was a very dirty Hquor 
containing heavy sediment, Alcoholic 
strength O.K, but liquor not high 
grade and unfit for sale 

Sample No. 7—Mixture of brandy 
and “home-made” = squirrel whisky. 
Unfit for sale. 

Sample No. 8—Less than one-half 
standard strength and very dirty. 
Whisky diluted with one-half water. 

No Parttality, 


He received definite Instructions 
from the attorney-general on more 
than one occasion that the policy of 
the government was to show no par- 


tlality in the supplying of liquor to 


druggists and that he conveyed the In- 
struction to Mr. Webster, liquor ven- 
dor, who stated that no partiality was 
being shown. 

Under cross-examination by Mr, 
Ewe he stated that the liquor men- 
tioned was stated by Mr. Webster to 
be in his opinion unfit for sale owing 
to the fact that they had been sent 
out and returned as_ unsatisfactory. 
This did not apply to the whole stock 
of liquors but to a stock of $1 gallons 
which had been removed from the 
containers in which it had been re- 
ceived from the distillers and re-bot- 
tled. Mr, Ewing devoted a lot of time 
to an effort to find out what attract- 
ed his attention to the liquors which 
were analysed and elicited the state- 
ment that any liquors which came un- | 
der suspicion were submitted to the} 
analyst. Mr. Webster told him that 
this liquor was no good and that he! 
“didn’t want any more of it.” 

This might be configcated liquors, 
he stated, taken from bootleggers, as 
such liquors are always placed in 
stock and subject to analysis before 
being sold, 

In closing his evidence the witness | 
made a plea to the committee that in 
justification of his records—he is 
seventy-four years old—an audit be 
made of his department covering the 
‘whole period metioned ‘by auditor 
Binns, in evidence’ since before the 
committee, The report as it stands 
suggests a condition which does not 
exist, there being really an over plus, 
rather than shortage in the cash of 
the vendors department.

FINE BEEF ON 
DISPLAY AT 
SWIFT COOLERS 


Cattle Purchased at Recent Bull 
Sale Slaughtered and Sold to 
James Ramsey, Ltd. 


Anyone suggesting that reaily prime 
beef cannot be brought to ite highest 
perfection !n northern Alberta should 
see the display in one of the Swift 
coolers this week. These are ten of 
the best ones bought by them at 
fancy prices at the fat stock sale last 
week, and Include seven steers, three 
of which are from the University, and 


three baby beef. The Grand Cham- 
pion beef shown by the University 
dressed out 67% per cent. It weighed 
956 pounds as it hung in the cooler 
and looked as though it deserved the 
purple ribbon that still hung to it. 
Some of the others dressed out #t 
65.60, 64.50 and so on, These figures 
may mean more to the average read- 
er when it is stated that the ordinary 
beef killed at the local plants dresses 
out only about 63.56 to 57 per cent. 

The ten carcases have been sold to 
James Ramsey, Ltd., and, compared 
with the eating value of the ordinary 
beef that we get over the counter, 
this beef looks as though it would 
command about three times the usual 
price. They expect to cut the cham- 
pion steer the Saturday before Easter. 
Until then {t will hang in the cooler, 
and will be on exhibition at Swift's 
until Monday next. On Friday, Dean 
Howes is bringing over the students 
from the College of Agriculture to see 
the beef as it hangs ready for the 
ovens. These students are specially 
interested in this beef as they have 
had a hand in the feeding of three of 
them and the comparison with the 
fourth and fifth animals will be Inter- 
esting to them. 

The baby beef looks nice as the 
carcasses hang there, and the heifer 
shown by Manson Barr 1s the best 
looking one of the lot, It is well cov- 
ered at every point, but any of them 
will prove luscious eating. Arthur 
Wileon’s calf and Ruth McDonnell's 
calf are also shown in the baby beef. 

They are set off to show with the 
best effect. here is a regular the- 
atrical lighting effect on the carcasses 
and the room is fitted up with palms, 
pictures, flags and everything to make 
it attractive, 

R. B. Hunter, of the Swift Packing 
Plant, reckons this to be the biggest 
sale of beef ever known in Alberta. 
He believes them to be the best ten 
head of cattle ever sold to a butcher 
in this province. Other individual 
carcasses may, have been ag good, but 
speaking of the Ramsey purchase of 
the ten head, he believes it makes a 
record.
